DO WITH IT, 
J. 

We are now eecuring a barvcst mare 

abundant than hag blessed our Taod for 
many a year; and it behoovca ua deeply 
tliat Rc arail ourselves of it to the fullest 
extent possible. The excessive drought 
ivhicb has prevailed i?iJI probably causo 
tlie retuTP in many of the cereals to bo 
less than w'c antldpfltedj yet on the irbole 
both farmers aod country have great cause 
to rejoice. The wheat crop has aow been 
n-athered— at leaat the full crop^— and ib 
now in process of being threshed, b at 
the present momeritj in foet, ready for the 
market, andj contrary to expect;! tioas, 
comniandfl a high' price. Wo say contrary 
t9^ expectation, bccauBO the reporta of tho 
present crops in England and Europe baye 
been of the most favourable character, in- 
dicating the latgefit yield for years j yet 
the pneo hero keeps np to a high figure, 
which is probably in a. great meaBurc due 
to the demand here for immediate con- 
eumptioni aiid to fill ordera before the 
effect of the Inr^ yield on the eobtineot 
baa been fully felt. Under Iheac circuni- 
stances the pradent'coai^ for the farmer 
is to realize at once while prices are fit a 
Blandard' far above'. what (riay be antici- 
pated when tho stale of the European 
markets begin to be seriously fcU. The 
incUnation of our farmerd is very much to 
hold on to their wheat, not so much, per- 
haps, from the hope of making more out 
of it OS from a comfortable feeling of secu- 
rity, engendered from their gen oral wealth 
dimoclining them to use extm exertion io 
bring the grain into market, whoo later in 
the seafioa, perchance, they moy receive a 
higher price. Still, Jhia policy is inju- 
rious in many wnys : there ia considerable 
Ijfls iq the keeping of grain throngk 
'&Briokage, deelruction by vermin, and 
olhenrisej but the greater evil is in keep- 
ing bo largo ond valuable a capital locked 
up in the eeaeon when the diffusion of \\a 
e<|uivalGnt in cash would give an impetus 
to every branch of trade and industry. 
Regarding the other grains, the arguinciit 
obtains with lees weight Barley^ by 
cui]loni, IB now in ngrcitmeafturedi«poKcd 
of so soon as Qvailablo, and experience haa 
demonBtrated the wisdom of llio practice. 
With tbe-olber Epceicrt it ia not bo mate- 
rial, as tho demnnd chisfly becomes aeltlcd 
Ihroogh the winter. . Wo are well assured 
that jQ the inoreneed prosperity of'lho 
whole comrauuity tho farmer would find 
himself well repaid for the early ealo of 
his' mobt valuable products, and in our 
opinion he would he Inrgcly advantaged, 
both directly and mdircctly- 
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tho.proccMlon Jioltej, as by prCvIou* con-

Cut oatB when the field appears pretty 
ivell yellowed, hut before it ripene too 
much. Aiwajfl biod oati, if possible, for 
they toko much less room in the barn or 
Btaok, and tho straw cures and keeps 
brighter, and is probably belter feed. 

Turnips may bcEOwn early in (hemonth. 
'It is too lato to get a crop from any but 
ItiO'Common white, although on good toil 
Kutabagas, or French turnips will pro- 
duce a crop of nice, tittle table roots as 
large as a man's fist or larger, which are 
.CKcellent fcr winter use, and when £clccled 
of uniforiii Bize, bcII well. Fill apaces 
existing in rows of all root crops, and all 
spots not otherwise oceupled, with turnips, 
cither by sowing the £eed or liausplautlng. 
Tuck in tho Ewd freely. 

Root crops generally wiH need hoeing 
and thinnirg. As a rule, don't fparo 
tlirifty plants If crowded, but tbio tbem 
tbort>ughly, EO that when mature tho 
leaves will barely touch. Where spaces 
ate very wide from any eauHe, two roots 
may bo left nearer than would otherwiiie 
bo admiEsahlc, but it ia a poor plan to let 
them crowd one another. Carrots make 
their principal growth after tho Gr£t of 
August, and need (borough weeding and 
Uunniog at this time. If the ground be 
stirred frequeally, they will bo much bene- 
Ettcdj and it is foog before the topa inter- 
fere with eal(JTation, or make eo dense a 
. ahsdo as not to Buffer weeds to grow. 

Weeds should bo thoroughly pulled, and 
the ground kept clean, or one great advan- 
tage of ridding the land of wec-ds will bo 
Id a great measure, if not entirely, lost.
